DIES IN CHURCH 


AT H A N O V E R 


Woman Expire* Suddenly Dur­ 
ing Services Friday Evening 
at Lutheran Edifice. 


By the application of heat from a 
blow torch and the proper manipula­ 
tion of the combination, the steel safe 
in the vault at the Gettysburg post­ 
office 
was onened Friday afternoon. 
Tho safe withstood 
the 
efforts of 
burglars to blow it open with nitro­ 
glycerine, early Wednesday morning. 
A representative of the treasury 
departm ent. Washington, was in Get­ 
tysburg, F riday afternoon, and di­ 
rected the efforts a local maehinst 
who was operating a blow torch in a 
cutting {operation across the lower 
part of the safe, where the steel had 
been forced outward by the blast. 
When the steel became hot from 
the torch, the combination suddenly 
functioned, ami the door was pulled 
open. 
Damage Stamps 
A checkup of the contents of the 
sate* showed that heat from the ex­ 
plosion hail damaged 
some of the 
$25,000 w orth of stam ps by causing 
the mucilage on them 
to 
become 
sticky. 
When the mucilage dried 
the sheets of stamps stuck together. 
Another batch of stamns was dam­ 
aged by a nut being driven partly 
through the pack. 
Except for damage to the lower 
part of the steel door, the safe was 
intact, and will probably be sent to 
a safe works for a new door. 
A finul and comolete checkup of tho 
damage to the contents of the vault 
shows that $976.83 worth of stamp­ 
ed envelopes and government 
post­ 
cards were rendered worthless. 
State police today said there were 
no rew developments in their investi­ 
gation of the postoffice burglary and 
attem pted safe-cracking.
